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The whole Duty of Prayer. 


Wat Prayer is, and the Parts of it. 


DRAYER is the Duty both of Soul and Body ; 
it is an humble Addreſs unto God, for whatſo- 


ever we ſtand in need of, either m relation to this Life, 


or that which is to come. The firſt art of this Duty 
is Confeſſion, which is the acknowledging of our Sins 
in all humility, before the great Author of our Being. 
Now Confeſſion is two-fold, 2 and particular: 


The general is, when we confeſs only we are ſiuful, 


without naming any Particulars which indeed belongs 
to publick Prayers; but the acknowledging our Sins. 
to God is very neceſſary, whether publick or private; 
Particular Confeſſion is when we expreſs the ſeveral - 


ſorts and acts of our Sins, and what ill habites we are 


moſt prone to; chis is proper for private Perſons, and 
2X ought often to be uſed; for we cannot repeat too 


often our fouleſt Sins, Which we are guilty of, nor 
cannot enough bewail our own unworthineis in com- 
mitting them, | 

The next part of Prayer is by way of Petition, 
which is begging of God whatever we ſtand in need + 
of, either for our Souls or Bodies. Firſt, for our 
Souls, we muſt beg pardon and abſolution for all Sins, 
in the Name of Jeſus Chriſt, who obtained it with his 
Blood. Secondly, we muſt humbly beſeech the grace 
and, afſiflance of God's bleſſed ſpirit to enable us to 
forſake all Sin and Wickedneſs, and to live in obedience 
to him., Then it will be very neceſſary to beg all 
the particular Graces, Faith, Hope, Charity, Love. 
Zeal, Purity, and Repentance : If thou art proud

pray for Humility ; if laſtful fer Chaſtity ; if guilty 


of Gluttony, pray ſor Temperance, and ſo for all 
other virtues thou ſtandeſt moſt in need of, 
I!n Petition for our Bodies, we are to beg of God 


fuch accommodations of life as are neceſſary for us: 
but in ſuch a degree, and meaſure as his all- ſceing 
Wiſdom knows is molt ſuitable to our State and 
Condition. The next Duty and third part of Prayer, 
is Deprecation, which conſiſts in Prayer to God, to 
turn away from us either the Evil of Sin, or the Evil of 
Puniſhment. - To pray againſt the Evil of Sin, is to beg 
earneſtly of God to preſerve us by his Grace from 
falling into any Sin, and when being under any Tem- 


ptations, and even ready to yield, we maft Fumbly 
beſeech him either to withdraw the Temptation, or 
elſe by the Power of his Grace to ſtrengthen us againſt 


it. Next we are te pray againſt the Evil of Puniſn- 


ment which is of two ſorts, ſpiritual and temporal ; 


ſpiritual Puniſhments are the Wrath of God; the 
with-holding of his Grace, and everlaſting Damnation ; 


temporal Puniſhment is loſs of Friends, Goods, or 


Reputation; but in theſe Things we muſt wholly ſub- 


mit to the Vill Gad, unto whom all we have be- 
Jong: A Fourth Duty of Prayer is is Interceſſion, 


which is praying for all Sorts and Conditions of Men, 


as Governors of Church and State, our Parents, 


- Huſbands, Wife, Children, or other Relations and 


Friends, for all thoſe in Afffiction, either in Body, 
Mind, or Eſtate ; nay, even for our very Enemies, ac- 


- cording to the Example of our Lord and Maſter, who 


prayed for his very Crucifiers ; Father forgive them 
for they know not what they ds; The Fifth Duty cf 
Prayer is Thaakſpiving, Praiſing aud Bleſſing God for 


all, his Mercies, Spiritual and Temporal. Spiritual 


Bleſſings are, his ſending his Son into the World for 


Redemption, and his Holy Spirit to ſanfify us; 
that we are born of Chriſtians, and are made Partakers 
of his Holy Word and Sacraments : We are likewiſe 
to return him Thanks for his Patience and Long- 
falfering, in not cutting us off in our Sins and Follies. 


Temporal Neſings which we are to give Thanks for, 


may 


The Whole Duty of Prayer” 3” 
may be for the Proſperity of the Church or Nation, 
and all Deliverances which are remarkable: Some 
belonging to ourſelves, as Health, Wealth, Food, Ra- 
ment, and Friends, with many other Mercies we daily 
receive from God; and whoſoever receives the leaſt 
Bleſſing, is indebted all his Life-time to praiſe the 
Author -and giver of all Things. | | 

Theſe aforemention'd parts of our Duty in Prayer 
are to be made uſe of both in private and publick; 
that is, in the Church, and in our Cloſet ; but more 
eſpecially the Church, to which Place there is a peculiar 


Bleſſing which Chriſt hath promiſed, that where 


two or three are gathered together in my Name, 
he will be in the midſt of them. The ſecond Duty 
of Holy Prayer is, that in a Family; and it ought 
to be as much the Maſter's Care to previde for the 
Souls of thoſe that belong to him, as to provide food 
for their temporal nouriſhment: Now if he negleds 
this Duty, and takes no Care of his houſe in this impor - 
tant affair, he cannot well be eſteemed a Chriſtian, 
but a Heathen. 

Private Prayer is a Duty to be uſed in ſecret, as 
we can more particularize our Sins when alone, that 
is requiſite to be done in pubick. Next we are to be 
frequent in Prayer, end not complain we want leiſure 
for fo doing, for he who is moſt buſy may find ſome 
Time to perform this Duty, elſe how can he expect 
his Employment ſhou!d be ſanctified. Now it is a great 
advantage for Men to ſeek God, at leaſt Morning 
and Evening, if they expect a bleſſing upon their 
endeavours. Next, the advantages we rep by Prayer 
are many: Firſt, it is a great hongur te ſpeak freely 
to the Almighty, Secondly, it is a great benefit, for 
it brings down bleſſings both fpiritual and temporal 
to us. Thirdly, it is a pleaſant Duty, it draws us 
near to God, which qualifies us for the joys of Heaven, 
where Chrilt is, at whcſe Righe Hand there are 
Pleaſure for evermere. 

Next, we muſt take Care that we 2k pothing which 
is ntlawful ; but whatſoever we ſtzud in need of, t. 
ak it in faith and great humilirs, Seccnd'y, We 
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muſt be attentive, and mind what we are about, con? 
ſidering that it is the Majeſty of Heaven we are to 
treat withal, and that our Neceſſities cannot be ſup - 
plied without his divine aid and aſſiſtance. Thirdly, 
Vigilancy, Zeal and Purity of intention muſt not be 
omitted, for the Sacrifices of the wicked are an Abomina- 
tion to the Lord. Laſtly, What we pray for muſt be to 
2 good end; that is, not to pray for Wealth, to cen- 
ſume it upon luſts; or fer grandeur to exerciſe our 
malice upon our enemies; but Mhatſoe ver we do muſt 
be done to the glory of God, thro” Jeſus Chriſt, in 
whom we have Redemption by his Blood, even the 
forgiveneſs of our Sins. |

6 latry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, 
F wrath, ſtrife, ſeditions, bereſies, envying, mur- 
& ders, drunkneſs, revellings, and ſuch like; 
„ of which I tell you as before, as I have alſo 
told you in time paſt,” that they which do ſuch 
„things ſhall not inkerit the Kingdom of God. 
But the fruit of the ſpirit is love, joy, peace, 
<< long ſuffering, gentleneſs, goodneſs, faith, 


* meekneſs and remperance, Wr low there .

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Very likely none of ybu may be guilty of 
all cheſe fans, yet there is none of you, but what 
-are guilty of ſome of them; and I would 
- have, vou to Know and remember, that one fin 
wül keep you out of heaven, as well as a 
Thouſand.

- What do you mean 
by the works of the Devil. I will tell you what

are the works of the fleſh ; I have alſo ſhewn 
you what are the works of the Devil, and now 
I would perſuade you to examine your own 
hearts, by what fort of a ſpirit you are governed; 
that is, by a good fpirit, or by an evil one: 


Try yourſelves by theſe rules. Can you ſay 


that you have not broken the righteous laws of 
God? If ſo be you cannot, you muſt lie under 
the curſe of the broken law of God: and how 
think you, can you bear this ſentence, ©& Go ye 
« into everlaſting burning.” The Lord of his 


tender mercy and goodneſs, grant that it may 


never fall to any of your lots ! But there is no 
way to eſcape it but by faith in Jeſus Chriſt. 
John 3. 35. 36. © The Father loveth the Sen, 
„ and hath gwen all things into his hands. 
Hie that believeth on the ſon hath everlaſting 
« life, and he that believeth not the ſon, ſhall 
* not ſee life, but the wrath of God abideth in 
* him.” Again it is written in 1 John, 5. 11, 12. 
And this is the record, that God hath given 
© to us eternal life, and this life is in his ſon. 
« He that hath the ſon, hath life, and he that 
5 hath not the ſon of God, hath not life.“ 
Now what effect theſe lines may have upon 
you I know not, but I would have you to 


remember the author; for it is one that earneſtly . 


wiſhes, both your preſent and future happireſs. 
And if I ſhould not live to ſee any fruits of my
